NEWRY MAN LOSES CASE

Mr. Justice Horridge, in the King's Bench 
Division, London, yesterday, heard an action 
in which the plaintiff, Mr. James McKinstry, 
trading as Moore and Dunwoody, ship 
brokers and stevedores, of Newry, County 
Down, sued the owners of the Finnish motor 
vessel Johaanes, claiming a declaration’ that 
he was entitled under the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Act, 1925, to be indemnified in 
respect of compensation paid to one of his 
workmen, William McKeown, who suffered 
injuries through the alleged negligence of 
the defendants or their agents. 

The Johannes, with a load of timber, was 
unloading at Newry on the 6th April, 1934. 
McKeown, with abt Bhar was engaged by the 
plaintiff on the job, when a sling-load of 
timber fell on McKeowa, severely injuring 
his arm, through, it was alleged, defective 
hoisting machinery. This was denied, and 
the defendants pleaded negligence or con- 
tributory negligence on the part of the plain- 
mt servant (a foreman) or McKeown him- 
self. 

The ship was arrested on the 10th October, 
1934, at Penrhyn, Cornwall, and released 
later on payment by the owners of the sum 
of £750 into Court by way of security for 
the plaintiff's claim. , 
Mr. Justice Horridge held in favour of 
the defendants. He said he came to the- 
conclusion that the real cause of the accident 
was the loading of too many planks in the 
sling at one time,

tons, and was hit by an enemy submarine 
during the Great War and towed into the 
port of Waterford by a British destroyer, 
where it was left in ea of its crew. The 
Hermione, however, subsequently sank in the 
harbour and became a wreck. The Water- 
ford Harbour Commissioners took possession 
of the wreck and salved the cargo. 
During the Great War it was impossible to 
get any contractor to remove the wreck, and 
in 1925 a contractor was got, but he died 
before the wreck was removed. In 1928 they 
succeeded in getting another contractor to 
remove the wreck.

HIGH COURT 


JUDGMENT IN FARMER’S 
ACTION

ESERVED .j t was delivered in 

R the action of mas Halpin, farmer, 

of Meeltanagh, Ardagh, County Long- 

ford, against the Attorney-General of the 

Irish Free State, Denis Fie ns Under 

Sheriff of Longford, and the Irish Land 
Commisison, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that the ground 
of the action wa: four-fold. It was alleged 
(a) that the document entitled “ The Land | 
Act, 1933,"" whatever its virtue might be as 
a resolution or series of resolutions of Dail 
Eireann and the Senate, was not a valid. 
Act of Parliament, imasmuch as it passed 
through the Oireachtas and _ receiv the 
assent of the Governor-General without hav- 
‘ing the necessary words of enactment at- | 
tached tu it; and that as a consequence, it 
could not be regarded in any court of law 
as a valid piece of legislation; (b) assuming 
that that proposition could not be supported, 
that Section 28 was ultra vires the Consti- 
tution, in that, contrary to Article 64, the 
Act purported to repose part of “the judicial 
power of the Irish Free State’’ in a body 
which was not one of the “ public Courts 
established by the Oireachtas’’ pre- 
sided over by a judge appointed 
in the manner set out in the Con- 
stitution; (c) that, even if that proposition 
could not be established, a warrant, dated 
April 11, 1934, purporting to have been 
issued by the Land Commission, by virtue of 
Section 28, was null and void, as not showing 
jurisdiction on its face and for other reasons ; 
and (d) that a ““notice'” served by Mr. 
Denis Kerrigan was not, either in terms or 
in substance, in accordance either with Sec- 
tion 28 or with the County saw (Land 


Commission) Regulations, and that 
Mr. Halpin had not, been ty proper notice 
of the proceeding that had been taken 


against him, nor of the rights which the 
legislation gave to him when such a pro- 
ceeding was instituted, 

The plaintiff had asked for an injunction 
restraining the Under Sheriff from proceeding 
to levy, by seizure on his property or other- 
wise under the alleged warrant, the sums of 
£5 19s. 2d, and 7s. claimed to be due by him 
in respect of his holdings under the Land 
Purchase Acts. 


“A MERE OMISSION ” 


Mr. Justice Johnston, having summarised 
the process of law-making established by the 
Free State Constitution, stated that the last 
stage of the process was not a constitutional 
requirement, but was the subject merely of a 
statutory provision which might be altered by 
the Leigslature at any time without reference 
to the Constitution. Section 8 of the Inter- 
pretation Act, 1923, provided that the date of 
the “ passing ” of every Act should be the 
day on which the representative of the Crown 
signified the King’s assent to the bill for such 
Act. When the assent was given the bill 
became an Act, and nothing that h-ppened 
subsequently could affect its validity except 
the passing of another Act. The same section 
provided that, immediately after the passing 
of the Act, “the Clerk of the Dail shall 
endorse on such Act, immediately after the 
title thereof, the date on which such Act was 
passed, and such endorsement shall be taken 
to be part of the Act.” The failure, therefore, 
to make such an endorsement on the Act 
was not a breach of the principles or details 
of the Constitution, but a mere omission to 
observe an ordinary statutory requirement. 


NO ENACTING CLAUSE 


The “‘Land Act of 1933” received the 
assent of the Governor-General on October 13, 
1933, and it was contended that thereupon it 
became an Act of Parliament, of which the 
Court must take judicial notice in accordance 
with Section 10 of the Interpretation Act. 
The plaintiff, however, produced two docu- 
ments which he offered as evidence that the so- 
called Act was not a valid Act of Parliament 
and had no authority as such. One of these 
was a document printed in English, with an 
endorsement on the back printed in English 
and Irish. No enacting words were to be 
found on the face of this document, and he 
thought that that was quite right, as, at the 
stage referred to, the only potentiality that 
the bill had received was its passage through 
the two Houses of the Oireachtas, and the 
words of enactment must be added at a later 
stage. That document, therefore, neither 
assisted the plaintiff nor prejudiced the case 
of the defendants. 

The plaintiff really relied on the second 
document, which also purported to have been 
published by the Stationery Office. The en- 
dorsement on the back had disappeared, and 
it was headed “' Number 38 of 1933 Land Act. 
1933.” The terms of the 54 sections of which 
it consisted were identical with the terms of 
the document on which the defendants relied, 
and there were plenty of indications through- 
out that it was an enactment of the 
Oireachtas, but after the title and the date, 
and before the words ‘‘ Part 1,” there was 
no formal enacting clause of any description 


“ALPHA AND OMEGA 
OF CASE” 


In his opinion this document, which was 
the alpha and omega of the plaintiff’s case, 
could not be received in evidence, and could 
not be looked at by him. The plaintiff's case 
was that the document was not an Act of 
Parliament, and it did not purport to be such 
He had, therefore, no authority to take 
judicial notice of it. No evidence was given 
by the plaintiff about what it was or how it 
came into existence. 

The defendants, on the other hand, had put 
in evidence a document, printed in English 
and Irish, and published by the Stationery 
Office, which purported to be an ‘Act 
of the Oitasiatas (No. 38 of a. 
The Attorney-General had also produced 
the constitutional copy.of the Act deposited 
with the appropriate officer of the Supreme 
Court, which contained the proper enacting 
clause, and he must accept the evidence as 
‘* conclusive evidence ” of the provisions of 
the Act, in accordance, with Article 42 of the 
Constitution. It was true that this copy did 
not contain the date of the passing of the 
Act, in accordance with the provision of 
Section 8 (2) of the Interpretation Act, 1923. 
How the omission occurred, he did not know. 
but, in his opinion, the fact that the date of 
the passing of the Act was not endorsed by the 
Clerk of the Dail could not affect the validity 
or efficacy of the legislation. The date could 
not have been added until after the 
“ passing ” of the Act. When the date had 
been endorsed it was to be ‘* taken to be part 
of the Act ,” but its omission could in no way 
affect the fait accompli of the joint work of 
the three legislative authorities. Section 8 
(1) provided definitely that “ the date of the 
passing of any Act shall be the day on which 
the representative of the Crown signifies, 

ursuant to Article 41 of the Constitution, the 

ing’s assent,’’ and there was no question in 
this case that the date was 13th Octuber, 1933. 
In fact the date was inserted upon the bill in 
Irish by the Governor-General himself after 
his own signature. ; 

The Court could not assume a mistake in an 
Act of Parliament and he thought that, on the 
same principle, the Court could not assume 
that t had been a dereliction of duty on 
the part of an official of Parliament.

have been used against him in evidence — 
He also submitted that in connection with 
some of the false pretences alleged against 
him there was no evidence to go before the 


jury. , 
ALLEGED GOVERNMENT 


AID 


There was no definite evidence, he said, 
that it was the pretences of which he had 
been convicted that had caused the depositors 
to part with their money. 
he State, he suggested, should have 
adduced some evidence of the pretence, 
alleged to have been made, that the com- 
pany was being supported by the Govern- 
ment, instead of relying on the fact that a 
certain member of the Government had, or 
had not, said: “Go ahead.” Irrespective 
entirely of the result of his appeal, he 
had no desire other than to give 
all the assistance he could to the realisation 
of the company’s assets, He believed that 
there were assets in the company that would 
go a long way towards compensating these 
people, and he had already taken steps to 
see that those assets were conserved. — 
The appellant, in conclusion, said that he 
came to Dublin on transfer from the Belfast 
office of Shell Mex, Ltd. He continued in 
their employment here for a considerable 
period, during which he received two pro- 
motions. Foolishly enough, perhaps, he 
resigned from the company’s employment. 
Since then he had occupied positions of trust 
and importance in his own trade. He had 
been Irish manager here for the Eagle 
Engineering Company, and had held other 
positions in the motor trade in this country. 


FINANCIAL STANDING 


A very serious attack had been made by 
the State on his financial standing. He was 
@ poor man and had never held himself out 
as anything else. ‘‘I was a poor man,” he 
said, ‘‘when I was handling this affair, and 
I am perfectly certain that any moneys en- 
trusted to me were properly looked after.”’ 

Since the start mg that case he had been 
unable to earn a penny. Hé was the sole 
breadwinner for a wile and very young 
family, whose condition during the past 
twelve months had been pitiable. Since his 
conviction’ a bereavement in his family had 
made his position ten times worse. He sub- 
mitted that if anything wrong had been done 
it had been done outside his control. He 
had had a firm belief in the possibilities of 
the business, and he held that the evidence 
showed that he had not had any intention ol 
defrauding or injuring anybody. :

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General view down the main gangway of the new Dunlop factory at Cork, 


WO million pounds of mixed rubber 

and more than half a million yards 

of fabric will be reguired every year by 

the Irish Dunlop Company for the manu- 

facture of tyres for the Irish Free State 
market. 

The rubber arrives in its raw state from 
Malaya at the Company’s wharf at the 
Marina Estate, Cork, via the Rubber 
Exchanges of Liverpool and _ London. 
This raw rubber, which is soft, is in 
blocks about two feet square, and the first 
step towards making a tyre is to cut it 
up into small pieces and mix it with 
certain powders, one of the secrets of the 
manufacturers, to give it power to resist 
the abrasiom of the road surfaces. Then 
sulphur has to be added in order that the 
completed tyre can undergo the vulcanisng 
process—known technically as “ cooking.”’ 


THE MIXING 


The mixing is done in big machines 
with steel rollers in what is known as the 
compounding room, one of the many de- 
partments in this factory, which covers 
more than 165,000 square feet of floor 
space. The rolling machines, or mills, 
can. best be described as being like 
elaborate kitchen mangles. 

Next comes the process of impregnating 
specially selected Egyptian cotton fabric 
with the rubber mix‘ure. Once again 
steel rollers are used, and the fabric, 
passing between them, absorbs and takes 
a coating, or a film, of rubber on 
both sides. The rollers also _ force 
the rubber between the threads, so 
that the whole becomes “ rubberised ”’ 
and forms the cord of which the tyre is 
built. It may seem strange to use the word 
“built ” in connection with rubber tyres, 
but that is exactly what happens ; for every 
tyre is built up with a series of pieces of 
cord, each piece being known as a ply.

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the bias,” as a dressmaker would say. In 
other words, it is cut crossways. This 
ensures that the ply will mA and 
helps to make for the easy ridimg of the 
tyres on the road. 

Then comes the actual building of the 
tyres. For small size car tyres this is done 
on what is known as a “ flat tyre-building 
machine,” ply after ply being laid around 
the circumference of what will become, in 
a few hours, a motor car tyre. The 
““beads,” or wire edges of the tyre, are 
put in at this stage, and when the required 
number of plies are on the tyre it passes 
along to the moulding department. 


THE TREAD 


In the meantime moro of the mixed 
rubber has been passing through a rubber 
extruding machine, which turns it out in 
a long strip, with the shape of the 
‘‘ tread,’’ or circumference of the tyre, 
upon it. This is thick in the middle and 
narrowed at the edgés. 

Now comes the job of putting the pieces 
of the tyre together and vulcanising the 
whole. Up to now the tyre is flat, and 
really bears not the slightest resemblance 
to the tyre which you see on the wheels uf 
your car. It looks like, and, in fact, is, 
a cylinder of rubberised material. 

An air ‘‘former’’ is put inside each of the 
rubberised cylinders, and inflated until it 
is pressing firmly against the rubber. The 
‘‘ tread ” is then placed round the outside, 
and the whole lot is put into a mould. 
This mould bears on the inside the familiar 
markings of the Dunlop tyre, the com- 
pany’s trade mark, the number of the tyre 
and all the other details. 

The mould is closed around the tyre, and 
as it closes it brings the whole into the 
proper’ shape, while, of course, the air 
former inside prevents it becoming dis- 
torted. 

An autoclave—a large steam-cooking 
apparatus sunk deep into the floor— 


used in its construction. The ply is cut! receives the moulds, sometimes twenty of 
‘on them at a time; when the autoclave is

fully loaded a heavy lid is closed upon it. 
From the bottom of the autoclave pit « 
big automatic ram presses upwards against 
the bottom mould until the whole lot ‘s 
tightly jammed together. Then the steam 
is turned on, and the ‘‘ cooking,” or vul- 
canising, process begins. The heat at 
which the tyres are cooked is about 250 
degrees Fahrenheit, and some idea of the 
work carried on in this department can 
be gained from the fact that 20,000,000]bs 
of steam will be used every year to “ cook ”’ 
the tyres. 


THE FINISHED TYRE 


After about two and a half hours— 
longer in the case of bigger tyres—the 
sealed lid is taken off the autoclave after 
cold water has been forced through all 
the moulds to cool the tyres, One by one 
the moulds are removed and run down a 
roller-conveyor to men who open them and 
remove the finished tyre, and return the 
moulds ready for another batch, 

There is plenty: of work for the men on 
the conveyor to do; for there are five 
autoclaves at work in the Dunlop factory. 

Big tyres for omnibuses and commercial 
vehicles are made in much the same way, 
but they are built on a solid core, so there 
is no need for an air former to shape them 
when ye go into the moulds. hen in 
the autoclaves these heavy-duty tyres take 
perhaps five or six hours before they are 
properly ‘* cooked.’’ 

Cycle tyres are a much easier job, and 
a lighter cord is used in their manufacture. 
The cord in this case is wound spirally 
around the bead or wire edges. These 
light tyres only take about seven minutes 
to vulcanise, and then they are ready for 
the road. 

Cork’s electricity load will be consider- 
ably inereased by the establishment of this 
new factory on the edge of the city; for 
it is estimated that the Irish Dunlop Com- 
pany will use no less than 1,333,000 units

Suburban Gardens 
It is good to see the care lavished on 


the little front gardens of our new sub- 
urban villas, North and South. But it is 
not, I think, always a wise care. The 
gardens are usually too packed, and there 
has not been a careful choice and planning 
of the flowers. In a small space severity 
is better than profusion, as a general rule. 
But severity demands great taste and 
discrimination. Tall fiowers are the most 
difficult, for example. In a garden fifteen 
feet square there is little room for Mupihs, 
hollyhocks, sunflowers, straight tose-slips, 
sunflowers and the like, and . even 
Michaelmas daisies are too tall. They 
make the space look tiny: you need room 
for these giants, while nothing is so absurd 
as a couple of violets beside a pile of wall- 
flowers. Wallflowers are certainly the 
sweetest of flowers, but they also are too 
leafy for small spaces, and as for laurel 
bushes or holly-trees, if you want them 
you cannot have much else. They; like 
tall flowers, must stand alone, with grass 
around them, and room to sce them from a 
distance. 


In Clontarf 


For these small gardens low clumps are 
best of all—clusters that snuggle into the 
ground, rock plants and the like, But 
sometimes the cunning gardener who 
knows how to plan for effect can do 
wonders with these little vardenettes. I 
saw one such little garden yesterday 
Clontarf way. There were a few lupins by 
the porch, and these sloped down quickly 
through other smaller plants to the 
modest, but colourful lebelia. There had 
been forget-me-nots in profusion along 
beneath the window—they were now gone- 
off, of course, but must have been lovely 
a month ago; then across diagonally there 
was a thick laurel carefully disposed and 
acting as a balance with the opposite blaze 
of colour. And then all the rest was neat 
lawn. Much better this than the more 
common crush of tulips and irises and 
what-not, which are really flowers for wide 
spaces. While as for these plots and 
diamonds and haif-moons, thev are as 
absurd as can be where one wants every 
inch of space to look like space. Those 
who like them, or those awful painted 
elves and cnomes that have arrived within 
recent yegrs,. should re-read Bacon ‘ On 
Gardens.” and see what he thinks of such 
gew-gaws. 


Adventurous Írishmen 


The threatened war between Italy and 
Abyssinia recalls the fact that it was in 
the ‘eichties of last century, when Great 
Britain was at war with the Mahdi and 
Hicks Pasha and General Gordon were 
lost in the Sudan, that serious friction 
developed between these States and the 
Italians established their colonies in 
Eritrea and Somaliland, from which their 
armies are preparing to attack the 
Abvyssinians. Mention of the Sudan brings 
memories of two remarkable and adven- 
turous Irishmen. One of them was James 
J. O'Kelly, a prominent Fenian, who 
became a Parnellite and lived to be a 
Redmondite M.P. and in the Great War a 
supporter of the Allies, or perhaps rather 
of France, in whose foreign service he had 
soldiered. During the war against the 
Mahdi O’Kelly was commissioned by the 
London Daily News as its special corre- - 
spondent in Egypt. Through the Egyp- 
tian Nationalist leaders, smarting after the 
bombardment of Alexandria and “the exile 
of Arabi Pasha, he was able to get in 
touch with the Mahdi. He had had a 
good deal of war experience in Europe, 
Cuba and Mexico, and from an examination 
of the military situation in the Sudan he 
calculated that if the Mahdi’s-army were 
equipped with 20,000 modern rifles it could 
defeat the Anglo-Egyptian forces. To John 
Devov. in America, through John Boyle 
O'Reilly, Drogheda man and poet and 
editor of the Boston Pilot. to which later 
W. B. Yeats was to contribute on Irish 
and literary movements, he wrote asking 
the Clan-na-Gael to supply this armament. 
Devoy passed on this request to the Clan, 
which had money to spare, but Devoy says 
nothing was done about it by the Clan 
leadership, but ‘‘ instead a lot of money 
was wasted on a more or less futile dyna- 
mite campaign of terrorism.” 


To Seize Gibraltar 


Seven years earlier or so O'Kelly had 
suggested to the Spanish Prime Minister, 
Canovas del Castillo, a plan for seizing 
Gibraltar by a surprise coup from the 
land side, to be carried out by men from 
the Irish Republican Brotherhood and 
Irish-American ex-soldiers, includin 
artillery men, acting in co-operation wit 
Fenians whom he discovered were serving 
in the British garrison in the fortress. 
The Irishmen were to capture the fort by 
a secret night attack, for which, it was 
proposed, the Spanish Government was to 
permit a secret concentration. O'Kelly 
went, with the proposal to Madrid, accom- 
panied by Dr. Carroll, another prominent 
Fenian, who had been a Surgeon-Major 
in the Northern Army in the American 
Civil War. The Spanish Premier thanked 
them for their offer, but pointed out that 
the recovery of Gibraltar would be useless 
to Spain because the British Fleet could 
compel its surrender again by bombarding 
Spain’s coast towns. 

©’ Kelly had been acting as correspondent 
for the New York Herald with the Cuban 
insurgents in their revolt against Spain. 
He did much to arouse American 
enthusiasm for the Cubans, and was able 
to give the rebels military advice, which 


stood them in good stead in their fighting 


against the Spanish, When he was coming

The 
American Minister to Spain secured his 
felease on parole, and the Republic 
Minister for the Interior, Pr y Matgol, 
author of a book on Ireland, sent ‘tim 
private advice to surrender his role 
and get into Gibraltar, as the Madrid 
Captain-General was to overthrow the 
Republic next day and would shoot him 
out of hand. He spent several days in 
Gibraltar, and there conceived the ‘dea 
of the coup. | 


A Great Journalist 


O'Kelly was a _ great and skilful 
journalist in his day, and on the New 
York Herald made some big ‘“‘ scoopa,”’ 
sometimes to the chagrin of his journalist 
friends on other papers. When that 
stormy French petrel, Henri Rochefort, 
escaped from New Caledonia. the famous 
James Gordon Bennett sent O'Kelly to 
interview him, He found him on a station 
platform’ in Chicago surrounded by 
journalists who could speak no French, 
while Rochefort knew no English. O'Kelly 
told Rochefort in French that if he got an 
exclusive. ‘‘ story ” he would print every 
word of it. He whisked the Fren¢hman 
away ftom the group. interviewed hint as 
they speeded to New York, telegraphed his 
copy bit by bit as they went along, and 
had proofs in French and English waiting 
for them when they reached the office, 

Sometimes his out-maneuvred colleagues 
got their own back on him. Once James 
Gordon Bennett sent him to Brazil to 
accompany Dom Pedro, the Emperor of 
Brazil, who afterwards abdicated, on his 
visit to the United States. Dom Pedro 
made O'Kelly his guest during his stay, 
and the Irishman virtually managed his 
tour of the States, and made himself use- 
ful to. the Emperor by holding off too 
inquisitive reporters. Once when reporters 
boarded the train he refused to let them 
talk to Dom Pedro. Next day one of them 
—an Irish-American, too—had this brief, 
personal paragraph in a rival paper, the 
Chronicle: '“Mr, James J. O’Kelly, of 
the New York Herald, arrived in San 
Francisco yesterday, accompanied by the 
Emperor of Brazi!.’’ 

When the Fenian rising of 1867 was dis- 
cussed O’Kelly voted against it, on the 
ground that at that moment the Fenians 
had insufficient arms. But before and 
after that he was a very active Fenian 
organiser, especially in London. He was 
one of Parnell’s staunchest supporters in 
the stormy scenes in Cominittee Room 15. 
He was born, I think, in Petersen's lane, 
Dublin. His parents were from Roacom- 
mon, and his mother was sister of a well- 
known sculptor in London, John Lawlor. 
Two of his brothers were artists; a cousin 
was a sculptor, and O'Kelly himself spent 
some time at sculpture. Like his father, he 
was a blacksmith, and was very handy at 
pike-making. He always had something 
of an English accent, and could cut in two 
a suspended iron bar with one slash of a 
sword. He acted as the go-between for 
Parnell with the Fenians. 


A “Planning” “Visitor 


Many years have passed since I first 
met Mr. F. CC. Mears, the well-known 
Scottish authority on town planning, who, 
in co-operation with his distinguished 
relative, the late Professor Sir Patrick 
Geddes, in pre-war days took such an 
active part in organising and adjudicat- 
ing upon Lord Aberdeen’s Town Planning 
Competition for Dublin. Though in 
Dublin for a brief week-end holiday, he 
was quite agreeable to talk about the new 
Free State Planning Ac‘ and its posst- 
bilities: and I was not a little relieved to 
find that he thinks the Act is quite as 
good as those which operate in Scotland 
and England. Or perhaps it would be 
more accurate to say he regards the 
measure as “not less bad ” than those 
with which British local authorities are 
struggling, with varying degrees of 
success, in their efforts to bring order out 
of chaos and to do battle with ‘* ribbon 
development '” and other destructive in- 
vasions of rural suburbs by speculative 
builders. 


Housing Progress Cammended 


In the course of his brief ‘t *busman’s 
holiday” I found that Mr. Mears had 
found time to visit Killester Garden 
suburb—which he designed twelve or 
thirteen years ago—and the So: réab 
big new housing schemes at Cabra and 
Crumlin, and that he thinks these 
achievements are quite up to the average 
standards of similar undertakings in 
Great Britain. The gardening activities 
of the residents in Cabra suburb especially 
seemed to have given him a very pleasant 
surprise, and to have very fully justified 


the views of the advocates of ‘‘ the subur- | 


ban and cabbage patch’’ method 
of relieving overcrowding. Another de- 
velopment which earned his liveliest 
approbation is the new Oldcourt workers’ 
garden suburb on the slopes of Bray 


Head; but, as against such achievements, ' 


I would hardly like to set down my im- 
pressions of his fears for Portmarnock and 
other districts in the northern suburbs. 
Yet, everything considered, I found him 
a distinctly cheerful observer of the 
changes of ten years in Greater Dublin.

A Balanced Economy 


Mr. Sean Lemass’s speeches during the 
past few weeks suggest that his Govern- 
ment’s economic ideas are crystallising 
into a gefuine policy. Admittedly, there 
are serious gaps which must be filled before 
the policy is complete; but it is clear that 
the Government has profitec by experience, 
and is abandoning its old doctrine in 
which mechanical industries counted for 


everything, and agriculture for nothing. 


The Government’s opponents, too—we 
admit it frankly—have been forced to 
change some of their views. They realise 
that the development of Irish industry is 
not the impossible dream which it seemed 
once to be; they acknowledge that an 
approach towards a greater 
of self-sufficiency may be 
and they Jook no_ longer 
return. oí. the old conditions under 
which the Free State depended on 
unlimited sales of agricultural produce to 
pay for unlimited purchases of other 
goods, but lock rather towards a future 
in which a well-conceived industrial. 
development at home combine 
with a revived export market to 
form a balanced economy. The need, 
of course, is that this future economy 
will .be ‘“‘balanced’’ in the best 
sense ; and such balancing, as matters are 
in Ireland, must involve a certain measure

We neither hope nor expect that Ireland 
ever will be driven to the extremes of 
Russia or Italy, wherein: every imch of 
industrial expansion is dictated by a plan. 
The necessity is rather that the Govern- 
ment which has brought new industries 
into being, and has turned the old economy 
topsy-turvy, shall keep 4 fatherly eye upon 
the progress of the new economy, and shal! 
intervene to prevent the more glaring 
abuses. 

Where industries are established under 
the protection of tariffs it is inevitable 
that such abuses should occur—unless the 
Government sets a careful watch, Mr. 
Lemass’s Department has helped in the 
establishment of a number of admirable 
factories, which would be a credit to any 
country. On the other hand, it has 
allowed entrance to some industries. which, 
unless we are in error, will be anything 


ment which encourages industrial under- 
takings has a threefold duty—to the 
shareholders, to the workers, and to the 
public. If-Mr, Lemass and his colleagues 
wish to attract Irish capital to their new 
industries, they must surround the investor 
with every possible safeguard. Under the 
present. system of licensing they have no 
excuse for a mistake. Before any in- 
dustrialist, Irish, English or foreign, is 
permitted to establish a factory here, his 
credentials ought to be examined with the 
greatest care; the plans of his factory 
building ought to be scrutinised; his 
machinery ought to pass every test for 
efficiency and modernity. If anything goes 
wrong, the Government must be prepared 
to shoulder the blame. At present it is 
taking steps to protect the workers in 
these new industries; it also must protect 
the people who put their money into them. 
When these things have been done—or 
even before they are done—it must see to 
the comsumer’s interests. Thus far the 
cost of living has not risen to so high a 
degree as was expected when the Free 
State Government embarked upon its 
policy. Is there any vital reason why it 
should rise beyond the present limit, even 
if it cannot decline? The cost of goods 
in a small, highly protected nation is 
bound to be higher than it is in a large, 
free-trade nation; but the Government, 
if it lays its plans carefully, can en- 
courage only those industries which will 
not add in large measure to the consumer’s 
burden, and can reject those which are 


likely to be a drain upon him. Otherwise 


industrial development never can mean 


prosperity.

Lemass has every reason to know that the 
statement is not true. The farmer’s lot 
can be improved without any such drastic 
change as he contemplates. The British 
market, assuredly, never will recover its 
old value in terms of gross cash to the 
Free State farmer; but, without any 
abatement of Mr. Lemass’s industrial 
policy, that market could be converted 
into a real asset, and the farmer would 
obtain good prices again for his wares. 
When the Free State shall have achieved 
as high a degree of self-sufficiency as she 
can hope to reach, she still will have a 
surplus of agricultural produce for 
disposal outside her own boundaries, and 
she still will need to import certain 
commodities. If she is wise, she will find 
the British market, in this supplementary 
form, even more valuable than it was as 
her chief means of subsistence. It will 
be necessary, in fact, for the proper 
balancing of her economy. We suggest 
that Mr. Lemass should correct the 
omission in his future speeches on Free 
State policy, thereby making his pro- 
nouncements even clearer and more useful 
than they have been of late. 


_ Protestants in Ireland 


Within the last few wecks attention has 
been drawn more than once to the 
dangerous situation in which the Church 
of Ireland is beginning to find itself by 
reason of falling numbers. The Bishop of 
Ossory, who is the latest to comment on 


the situation, takes a rather more cheerful | 


view than that which has been taken by 
some other speakers. In his address to 
the Leighlin Diocesan ‘Synod at Carlow 
yesterday he held that the danger had 
been exaggerated, and that, in reality, 
there was little reason for pessimism. In 
some parishes, he agreed, there had been 
a fall in population, but others were hold- 
ing their own, and others again actually 
had made progress. If the situation were 
as Dr. Day describes it, there certainly 
would be no cause for alarm, but, how- 
ever satisfactory it may be in his own 
diocese, it is unfortunately true that 
another tale must be told if we are con- 
sidering’ the Free State as a whole. 
During the last twenty years the sacrifices 
made in the Great War, the disturbances 
and terrorism that followed it, the estab- 
lishment of a State which seemed to pro 
vide no field for Protestant aspirations, 
and the economic troubles of the present 
time, all have tended to a whittling-down 
of the Protestant community. Those 
causes have, in their turn, bred other 
causes. One of these, to which the Bishop 
of Ossory referred yesterday, is a decline 
in the birth-rate. If the “ strange reluct- 
ance’? to marriage among the younger 
members of the Church of Ireland could 


be overcome, the prospect would be much | 


brighter, but that reluctance, perhaps, is 
not so strange as it might appear at first 
glance. Lack of means is one of the main 
causes of a low marriage rate al] over 
Ireland, but for the Church of Ireland the 
problem is aggravated. As the Arch 
bishop of Dublin pointed out a short time 
ago, falling numbers, and the consequent 
isolation of many families, mean that the 
chances of social intercourse and the 
possibilities of marriage are becoming 
less. It would be as foolish to be alarmist 
over the problem as it would be to take 
an over-optimistic view, but there is at 
least a possibility that the Church ol 
Ireland and its members may become in- 
volved in a vicious circle unless care is 
taken. If its population falls below a 
certain point life in Ireland will become 
less attractive for the remainder, and this 
consideration, in its turn, wil] lead to a 
further fall. The circle can be broken 
only if more of its members live and work 
in their own country. The advice, per- 
haps. is more easily given than followed, 
and the greater prospects in England and 
abroad may continue to draw upon the 
Church of Ireland population for years to 
come. Yet it is becoming necessary that 
the position should be strengthened at 
home, and it might be strengthened more 
easily 1f Southern Protestants were not so 
ready to take up a rather defeatist atti- 
tude on their prospects in this country. 
“Tf we are of use,” Dr. Gregg told 
them a fortnight ago, ‘ our utility will 
assert itself, and common-sense, if nothing 
else, will compel its recognition.”’

lt's a Lemon 


The Franconian Naais are troubled with 
the pulsation of the local blood. It seems 
to them that tha life-giving stream has 
been coursing in the wrong direction for 
several centuries. The Franconian Nazis 
asked themselves what conceivably could 
lie at the root of the trouble; and then 
they decided that the answer really was a 
lemon. Immediately the Franconian 
Nazis, as interpreted by the Frankische 
Tageszeitung, were up in arms, and in 
stirring prose the Frankische Tageszeitung 
bids the lemon—‘ our mistress of many 
years’ standing ’’—be gone. In future 
“our German rhubarb” will take over 
the duties of the lemon, both romantic 
and domestic; and from this new attach- 
ment the Frankische Tageszeitung believes 
that the German nation will be able to 
“ fashion new German offspring out of the 
only material which can make them 
marrowy.’’ In our own view, the outlook 
for the new German offspring selected to 
be made marrowy is unattractive. We 


be possible for a nation that can carry on 
an affair with fruit ; but we do not see how 
rhubarb is to build bonny Franconian 
Nazis. The uses of the deposed mistress 
lemon are numerous ; but it is a bold cook 
that can induce a household to gorge itself 
on rhubarb stalks. In Franconia, how- 
ever, all is optimism for the new deal. 
Rhubarb in future will be ‘detailed to 
' season our salads and vegetable dishes,”’ 
and, * slightly sweetened,”’ it will provide 
the people with “ delicious refreshment.”’ 
Coming from “ the German earth-clod,”’ 
Franconian rhubarb will be in a position 
to transmit to the blood of its consumers 
“ those delicate vibrations that determine 
the German type,” and everything in 
general is going to be fine. We believe, 
however, that the menu is a thought too 
grassy to bring forth really accomplished 
Jew-baiters, and without that familiar 
touch of lemon Franconian fathers’ gin 
and tonic water will be a pale and insipid 
shadow of the former health and strength- 
giving brew. Whatever the Franconian 
Nazis may think, we know that the only 
true answer to the problem is two squeezed 
blood oranges.

R. ANTHONY EDEN left Croydon by 
- ‘air for Paris this morning on his 
way to Geneva, where he will have the 
most im nt task with which he has 
yet had to deal. In Paris, en route, he 
conferred with M. Laval, the French 
Premier, in the hope that a formula may 
be found in regard to the Italian-Abys- 
ainian question. Mr. Eden and M, Laval 
travelled to-night by train to Geneva for 
the opening of the Council of the League 
of Nations to-morrow. The outcome of 
the Geneva deliberations may depend on 
the result of these private conversations. 
Little h is entertained as to a favour- 
able result of the Council meeting, as it 
is understood that the British delegates 
will take up the attitude that there is no 
reason for diplomatic negotiations unless 
there is a satisfactory sae sg of success. 
The point of view taken by the French 
Premier is now clear. M. Laval will sup- 
rt the contention put forward by Signor 
ban that, in view of Italy’s readiness 
to resume the work oí the Conciliation 
Commission, the Council of the League has 
no claim to discuss the whole dispute until 
August 25th, the date originally fixed íor 
a report on the work of the Commission. 
It is hoped in Paris that, by limiting the 
meeting to discussion on the Wal Wa! 
incident, a considerable period will be 
gained for the continuation of diplomatic 
negotiations between Britain, France and 
Italy. The French Government thinks 
that this will prove the best method of 
preserving the League of Nations, and of 
retaining Italy as one of its members. 


A Cabinet Meeting 


An extra meeting of the Cabinet is to 
take place this week, as Ministers wil! be 
anxious to know what progress has been 
made at Geneva. It is now understood 
the¢ Parliament will break up in ignorance 
of the line the Government intend to take 
in the event of Italy attacking Abyssinia: 
but this is giving rise to no feeling, as it 
is unlikely that there will be anything in 
the way of active warfare until the 
autumn. On Friday most of the Ministers 
will leave London for a holiday, but all 
have to remain within touch of Downing 
street in case a sudden summons for a 
meeting becomes necessary. 


The General Election 


The Prime Minister announced this 
afternoon that Parliament would re- 
assemble after the holidays on October 29. 
This statement was regarded in the Lobby 
as not ruling out the possibility of a 
general election in the autumn. It is 
understood that the Government Publicity 
Bureau, which is directed by Sir Kingsley 
Wood, is leading the demand for an elec- 
tion in November, and it is argued that 
the trade revival and increased employ- 
ment offer a favourable ground on which 
to appeal to the country. Mr. Baldwin, 
with whom the decision rests, has not yet 
made up his mind, however, and, there- 
fore, little can be done in the way of 
preparation. One of the important factors 
inducing delay is the possible outcome 
of the Italian-Abyssinian dispute. If a 
peaceful settlement can be arranged, the 


argument for an early election will be 


greatly strengthened. 


Trades Unions 


A movement has been started with the 
object of altering the whole system of 
trade union organisation, so that al! the 
leading unions will be brought together 
in one body, with equality of benefit and 
financial liability. For some years past, 
however, efforts have been made for the 
abolition of ,several .different unions in 
one industry, and in some cases there have 
been amalgamations, but they have been 
few. The plan of “one industry, one 
union ” has made little progress, so that 
the idea of a single union for all workers 
is not likely to prove popular. 


The King’s Holiday 


The King and Queen, accompanied by 
the Duke and Duchess of York, left London 
to-day for their summer holiday. Their 
Majesties joined the Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert at Portsmouth, and will 
remain afloat for a fortnight, during 
which time the King will race his cutter 
Britannia in the Cowes Regatta. From 
Cowes the King and Queen will return to 
London for one night before proceeding 
to Sandringham, where they will stay for 
some time before they go to Balmoral in 
September. The Court will not return to 
London for residence until October. The 
King regards Cowes as his seaside holiday, 
but the daily routine of State work has 
to be followed. Directly the Victoria and 
Albert reached her moorings to-day 
telephone and telegraph wires were con- 
nected, and a destroyer placed alongside 
for carrying despatches.

Geneva is, therefore, hopeful that an 
immediate crisis will be staved off and a 
breathing space of four weeks secured that 
will be put to useful purpose. eons 

It is realised that Great Britain 1s 
determined to uphold the Covenant, but if 
' the League can be saved from the blow of 
another secession it is considered that this 
would be worth a little temporisation. 

Nothing is known in Genova of any pro- 
posal for a League mandate in Abyssinia. 
There is no provision in the Covenant for 
any scheme which would involve the col- 
lective responsibility of the Council or the 
League. League jurists are unable to see 
how political independence could go hand 
in hand with a mandate or any form of 
protectorate. . 

Expert observers do not expect that it 
will be possible to hold a public meeting 
of the Council before Friday at the 
earliest.

The hour’s talk between Mr. Eden and

The 
expenditure of the Northern Ireland 
Exchequer in connection with the Special 
Constabulary formed part of the annual 
expenditure taken into account in assess- 
ing the Imperial contribution. Provision 
was made for the payment of bonus to 
12,200 members of the force, but he had 
no information as to the total number of 
the force. | 

Mr. Mallalieu—Is it not a fact that 
£7,000,000 was the figure agreed on as the 
annual Imperial contribution at the pass- 
ing of the Government of Ireland Act? 

Mr. Chamberlain—I do not carry the 
figure in my mind at the moment.

“I fully understand your solicitude re-

The concepts of religious 
freedom and liberty of conscience for all 
constitute the most fundamental principles 
of our own civilisation and political faith. 

“This being so, the American people 
are always sympathetic to the main- 
tenance of those concepts in the United 
States, as well as in other nations.” 

The memorandum issued by the Jewigh 
organisations declared: ‘‘ This reign of 
terror is beginning to affect the lives ot 
numberless Catholics, Protestants and 
Liberals of every desription to whom the 
German Government is denying the 
elementary rights of religion and 
conscience.’”

NEGRO accused of killing a farmer 

with an axe was lynched by an in- 

furiated mob to-day after he had been 
seized from the sheriff. 

He was strung up from an oak tree 
half a mile from the scene of his alleged 
crime, and his body was riddled with 
bullets from pistols and shotguns. 

Scores of police and National Guards 
are trying to round up the mob. 

As soon as he heard that the negro had 
been taken from the sheriff by twenty-five 
men, who had avowed their intention of 
lynching him, Governor Ehringhaus, who 
is at Raleigh, North Carolina, ordered 
every available State highway police officer 
to go post-haste to Lo burg to save the 
man. 

An infantry company of the State 
Militia at Henderson, North Carolina, 
was hurriedly mobilised and rushed to the 
scene, but was too late to prevent the 
lynching. 

The mob is reported to have included 
negroes and white men. Kard is alleged 
to have decapitated a farmer with an axe 
this morning. 

The negro had attacked a negro woman 
and another farmer while in a mad frenzy, 
He is said to have turned with an axe on 
the farmer when the latter was trying to 
calm him.

MAN WHO HELD LONG-

HILE a large crowd of people watched 
| an air display at Ramsey (Hunting- 
donshire) yesterday, they saw a glider 
which was takitig part hurtle to the ground 
and crash on the edge of the aerodrome. 
The pilot, Mr. G. E. Collins, was killed. 
A wing seemed to break away from the 
glider immediately before the accident. 

The glider was one of the machines tak- 
ing part in a show given by Sir Alan 
Cobham’s air circus. One of the people 
in the crowd watching the display said to 
a reporter: “ For some time the glider 
was being towed by another machine, They 
got to a height of about 2,000 feet and the 
tow rope was slipped, in accordance with 
the programme. The glider circled on its 
own, and then it seemed as if a wing came 
off. It came hurtling to the ground, and 
fell on the boundary of the aerodrome 
where the show was taking place. Luckily 
it was away from the side of the aerodrome 
where the crowd was standing. Several’ 
officials rushed towards the wreckage, but 
I do not think that most of the crowd 
realised what had happened. I think the 
ast was killed instantly. The rest of the 

isplay was abandoned.” : 
he dead pilot is Mr. G. E, Collins, 
holder of the British long-distance gliding 
record. He was glider-pilot with Cobham’s 
Circus. 

A woman eye-witness of’ the accident 
said: “ The glider had only been up a few 
seconds when it seemed suddenly to 
crumple up. Pieces of it fell to the 
ground. Some of us thought it was part 
of the show, and it was not until several 
minutes later. that we realised that a 
tragedy’ had occurred.’’ 


PILOT’S RECORD 


In August last Mr. George Eric Collins 
broke the British gliding’ reeord of fifty 
miles by a flight of 95. miles from 
Dunstable Downs (Bedfordshire) to Holk- 
ham (Norfolk). He was im the air for 
four hours and twenty-five minutes. Seve- 
ral times he had to dive at 70 m.p.h. to 


Lescape from clouds which were drawing 


him upwards. So delighted was he that 
he had broken the record that he looped- 
the-loop before landing. In June last 
year—he was then only twenty-six, and 
one of the pioneers of NS MR made a 
new-altitude record in Germany, going up 
1,800 metres above the aeroplane release, 
making a total height of 10,000 feet above 
sea-level. Earlier that month he was 
granted the “ Silver C” Soaring Certifi- 
cate by the International Commission for 
the Study of Motorless Flight in recogni- 
tion of his outstanding glider períorm- 
ances. 

Mr. Collins made the first ‘soaring 
flight of any significance in thermal cur- 
rents in Britain in July, 1933. This flight 
lasted twenty-seven minutes, and was 
made from Huish Hill, near Marlborough. 
Last May Mr. Collins was to have been 
towed to a jubilee garden party given by 
the Royal Aeronautical Society, but ten 
minutes after being taken into the air the 
rope broke at a height of 2,000 feet. With 

reat skill he ‘got his glider to soar to 

,000 feet, and then flew twenty miles, 
making a perfect landing. 3 

Mr. Collins said in April, 1934, that he 
had never been in an aeroplane,

GENEVA TO-DAY 


—————- 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—Mr. Eden arrives in Geneva 
this morning on a mission as important 
and as difficult as any which a British 
Minister has recently had to undertake. 
No one can see a limit to the repercussions 
which an Italo-Abyssinian conflict must 
produce upon the European situation, upon 
the validity of treaties, upon the future of 
the League of Nations, and upon the 
relations of the black races with the white 
all over the world; and as a world power 
Great Britain is, as usual, placed in a 
difficult position. The British Govern- 
ment have to take into account, not merely 
those general issues which affect her in 
common with other nations, but also the 
special interests to which her status in 
various parts of Africa and, indeed, in 
India gives real importance. This country 
is a near neighbour of Ethiopia through 
Kenya, British Somaliland and the Sudan. 
Egypt again is as closely concerned as the 
Sudan in the waters of the Nile and the 
British and Egyptian Governments have 
every reason to work together. 

Already. messages from India’ show the 
offence which some of Signor Mussolini’s 
words have given to British subjects 
among the non-white races. It is, perhaps, 
a fortunate chance that the present 
Foreign Secretary is particularly well 
qualified to interpret Indian opinion, and 
he has also made it his business during 
the last few days to get into the closest 
touch with the representatives of the 
Dominions in London. With all this, 
Great Britain is the traditional friend of 
Italy, and it is a proof of the reality of 
that friendship—and also of the restraint 
voluntarily. imposed upon itself by the 
Press of this country—that there has been 
little, if any, recrimination over the ill- 
natured and fantastic truculence’ of the 
Italian newspapers. 

The Treaty of 1906 relating to Ethiopia 
ives the two Governments—British and 

rench—an undeniable locus standi, and 
there is every reason for continuing sepa- 
rate efforts for a peaceful settlement, at 
least till August 25. The function of the 
Council at its present meeting would, in

HE Court of Criminal A eon 
A sisting of the Chief J Lesa irl 
Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice O’ Byyne, 
delivered reserved judgment yesterday, 
refusing the application of Leo & Brien, a 
Commandant of the National Army, for 
leave to appeal against his conviction of 
the murder of his brother-in-law, John A. 
Stokes, a civil servant, whom, according 
to the evidence given at the trial, he shot 
at 33 Mespil road, Dublin, where Stokes 
lived, on the 3rd November, 1934. He was 
twice tried, the jury on the first occasion 
failing to agree to a verdict, and the jury 
on the second occasion adding to their 
verdict of guilty a strong recommendation 
to mercy. 

The Court fixed Wednesday, the 14th of 
next month, as the date of execution, and 
refused an application on behalf of O'Brien 
for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court. 


LEGAL QUESTION 


Delivering the judgment of the.Court, 
the Chief Justice said that it had not been 
questioned that the applicant did kill the 
victim by shooting him. The facts and 


“circumstances of the killing had not been 


questioned at the trial, and were not 
questioned now, and the only defence relied 
upon at the trial was that the accused 
man was insane at the time of the killing, 
though not at other times. That plea was 
relied on to remove the killing from. the 
category of murder and to exempt the 
accused man from the penalty assigned to 
that crime, and the only issue of fact that 
the jury had to determine was the question 
of temporary insanity. The jury had deter- 
mined that question against the accused 
man, and upon .that determination an 
attempt had been made to raise a - legal 
question on the subject of insanity. 


' CASE CITED 


The Chief Justice referred to Daniel 
McNaughton’s case, which had been cited 
by counsel for the applicant in support of 
the submission that a plea of uncon 
trollable impulse was a good legal defence, 
That case, he said, was not a legal decision, 
but a statement of the views of judges 
in answer to a series of questions put to 
them by the House of Lords. 

The case presented here was that for a 
certain time before, and again for a certain 
time after the killing, the mind of the 
accused man, O’Brien, was a blank; that 
he acted as an automaton; and that,his 
mind was so dissociated from his actions 
during that period that he did not know 
their nature or quality, and his mind, so 
to speak, was put to sleep as a result of 
the mental disease to which he was pre- 


disposed. 
JUDGE’S CHARGE 


In the end, said the Chief Justice, the 
whole case depended on whether the jury 
believed or disbelieved the evidence of the 
accused man about his mind having 
become a blank and having remained á 
blank during those actions. That was the 
defence put forward at the trial, and it was 
the only defence to which the evidence of 
medical experts was directed. 

Counsel for the accused man had now 
come forward to challenge the trial judge’s 
charge on the ground that the trial judge 
did not direct the jury on the matter of 
uncontrollable influence, which, counsel 
for the accused man argued was a good 
defence in itself in law. That was to say, 
even if the accused man knew the nature 
and quality of the act that he was com- 
mitting, he had a good defence in law if 
he committed the murder in obedience to 
an uncontrollable and irresistible impulse 
to do the act. Even assuming the law to 
be as counsel for the accused man had 
contended, the present Court held that 
such a defence did not arise in the absence 
of evidence on which to base it. 


* A THEORY” 


The accused man had been for a cons 
siderable time in the witness-box and never 
suggested any such defence or any emotion 
on which it could be based. Had he done 
so it would in fact have been inconsistent 
with the case made by him, of the blacking 
of the events out of his mind from a certain 
time. He never suggested impulse of any 
kind, or his incapacity to control or resist 
it. Therefore, it seemed to that Court that 
it would have been wrong for the trial 
judge to propound to the jury a theory 
which had no foundation in the evidence, 
and for that reason that ground of appeal 
failed. It followed that the Court had not 
there to determine the question whether 
in law a plea of irresistible impulse 
afforded a good defence to a criminal 
charge. 

Coming to the submission that the trial 
judge had misdirected the jury by omitting 
to draw attention to the faet that the ques- 
tions put to the accused man all had been 
put to him during a period of alleged 
amnesia, the Chief Justice said that 
criticism of the trial judge on this ground 
lost its force when it was recollected that 
the chief police witness had not been 
cross-examined by the defence, 


THE SUMMING-UP 


The Court, said the Chief Justice, pass- 
ing on to the other grounds of appeal con- 
cerning the judge’s charge to the jury, was 
satisfied that the trial judge had presented 
the case to the jury fully, fairly and 
properly. It had been frequently pointed 
out by that Court that, while a judge must 
take care to put the case for the defence 
properly, fully and fairly before the jury, 
it was not his business to reproduce the 
evidence in detail. Moreover, it ought to 
be remembered that the judge's charge fol- 
lowed the addresses of counsel who were 
not likely to omit any point which they 
considered to be of importance to their 
case. The judge had then to help the jury 
to reach a just verdict. The summing up

MATTER OF FINANCE 


He did not think it was the part or duty 
of the members of the veterinary proiession 
to pay too much attention to the finance of 
the eradication of that disease. ‘heir primary 
duty was to point out the necessity for 1t, 
and the means by which it might be accom- 
plished,’ He had no objection to studying 
the financial side of any proposal or scheme, 
but they ‘must remember that there were 
genuine and pseudo financiers and others who 
were doing, and would always do, their best 
in opposing schemes, irrespective of their 
merits, unless: they were forced to give way 
by publis opinion. 

“The thovry that tuberculosis in cattle was 
‘yesponsil.le for an immunity in the human 
subject against human tuberculosis was used 
by some persons as an argument against steps 
‘being taken to eliminate tuberculosis from 
cattle. The views of those individuals had 

en accepted by the ignorant, believed by a 
few, adopted by some of those whom it suited, 
and used in some cases by the thoughtless and 
the unwary. It is definitely accepted that 
there was a considerable amount of tuber- 
culosis in the human subject, due to the 
bovine tubercle bacillus. 

Mr. Dolan said the most common faults that 
one found on farms in the failure of proper 
methods to prevent infection, were contam!na- 
tion gf fecding stuffs, the bad construction 
of feeding troughs, proper cleansing of 
drinkigg bowls and feeding troughs, infection 
from jue, the mixing of the cows with 
other cattle on the lands, the grazing of cows 
on infected lanls, and the failure to observe 
the necessity vf good fencing between adjoin- 
ing farms.

A BOY'S INFECTION 


Dr. Charles 8. Thomson, Medical Super- 
fintendent Officer of Health, Belfast, who took 
part in the discussion which followed, said 
that he wanted just to fathom the veterinary 
position with regard to milk.

THE SCHOOL CHILDREN 


In moving the adoption of the report of 
the Diocesan Board of Education, the Rev. 
J. C. Nelson {hon secretary) referred to 
the scheme for the transport of Church of 
Ireland children to appropriate schools. He 
said that as a result of the decreased divi- 
dends on investments, it was feared that 
the Representative Church Body ‘would 
not be in a position to help the 
scheme as generously in the 
future as heretofore. He hoped that when 
the time came their. people. would . give 
willingly in order that this most essential 
work. should not be impaired. 

The Rev. Ji Cy ‘Nélson further said that 
the reports of the examiners had been very 
satisfactory; the pupils, though somewhat 
fewer in number, had attained a higher level 
in the. examinations than previously, 

The report of the Diocesan ard of 
Missions stated that each parish had been 
asked to ‘form a Missionary Committee, and 
if this were not possible to have the Select 
Vestry appoint a sub-committee from its 
menibers. With such a committee working 
in each parish there should be a great for- 
mont in missionary ‘endeavour. ere had 
been a most encouraging increase in the con- 
tributions of several parishes for the year, 
there would have been a marked. increase, in 
the diocese’s contribution but for the usual 
collapse which followed when parishes became 
vacant, It was hoped that the proposed 
parish committees would save the situation by 
stimulating missionary enterprise during such 
vacancies, | 

The Rev. W. Fitzgerald Benson (hon. secre- 
tary), in the Diocesan Temperance Society’s 
report, said it was much to be regretted that 
so few parishes sent contributions. It gave 
the impression that little interest was taken 
in overcoming the great social evil of 
intemperance, impurity and gambling, which 
are so prevalent to-day.’’ 

All the reports were adopted, Permission 
was granted to the Board of Missions ‘‘ to 
co-opt members from time to time, especially 
young people,” without reference to the Synod 
for confirmation.

MESSAGE FROM THE KING 


Km 


To-day (Wednesday) is the 300th birthday 
of the G.P.O. in Great Britain, for it was 
on July 31, 1635, that Charles L gave his 
mandate to Thomas Witherings to,systemise 
the posts. To mark the occasion the King 
has sent the following message to Major G. C. 
Tryon, the Postmaster-General :—‘‘It gives 
me much pleasure in this jubilee year to send 
a message of congratulation and good wishes 
to the many thousands of all ranks in the 
Post Office service. Every household is made 
daily aware of the efficiency of their work, 
which is carried out with a punctuality and a 
cheerfulness that commands the adimiration 
and gratitude of the public. Although 
marked progress has recently been made I fee! 
sure that the next few years will witness still 
further improvements designed to meet. the 
requirements of the millions to whom the 
Post Office service means so much.’’ 

The King’s message has been telegraphed 
by the Pottmaster-Cioberel to every one of 
the 23,000 post offices in the United Kingdom, 
and will be displayed in every post office 
window. 

The principal post offices in London and 
in the provinces will be decorated. 

Post Office engineers have installed a com- 
plete broadcasting system joining up twenty- 
seven provincial centres to London, and in- 
volving telephone circuita comprising over 
35.000 miles of wire, 

To-day (Wednesday) the Postmaster- 
General will send his greetings over this 
system from London to post office staffs 
assembled in post offices in England, Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland. This will be 
the first occasion on which a Postmaster- 
General has spoken to so many of his staff at 
the same time, dispersed as they are in many 
towns and villages.
